These figures;• however, do-not rep- 


resent, the feeling of'the members-of 
the house, but the government marie 
the issue strictly a party, one and se- 
cured the record attendance for this 
parliament, and by vigorous efforts 
polled within a score of the normal 
majority. 
The principal figures during the last 


day of the discussion of the coal tax 
were chiefly within the Liberal ranks. 
An interesting feature was the speech 
of Hon. Frederick Lambton,- brother 
of the Earl of Durham, who, standing 
amid the Conservative members, de- 
nounced the government as "a pack 
of riotous hounds after a ewe lamb/' 
by which he referred to'tha coal In- 
dustry. 


Another supporter of the govern- 


ment, Mr. John Wilson, bitterly ob- 
jected to the tax, bringing up the 
question of American competition, and 
contending that the duty would give 
the United States a chance to cut out 
British coal. This started the ball 
rolling, and for some time the house 
jave itself up to a discussion of the 
relative merits of. "Pocahontas" and 
'smokeless Welsh." with frequent ref- 
erences to America's growing mer- 
chant marine. 


What the miners' federation will do 


now remains to be seen. Judging 
from the speeches of the labor mem- 
bers during the last stages of the de- 
bate, the federation Is quite likely to 
declare a general strike, thus precipi- 
tating a struggle between organized 
labor and parliament. Such a collision, 
as was said frequently during the dis- 
cussion, might prove ruinous to the 
coal industry and highly Injurious to 
the country.

Is I he Tailor 


When I first met Frederick Funston, 


I carried a white flag aud walked by 
his side outside of the American 
breastworks at Caloocan, writes James 
Creelniau, the well known war cor- 
respondent, in the New York Journal. 
The gamecock of the American army 
had been the only man In the Kansas 
regiment who saw through the dis- 
tant trees the flutter of white that an- 
nounced the return of two commis- 
sioners sent by the Spanish general, 
Eios, to Aguiualdo for the release of 
Spanish prisoners. 


As we advSuced slowly toward the 


bristling Insurgent trenches Colonel 
Funston seemed to see through the 
dense foliage that hid the enemy. ' J 
never saw such an extraordinary dem- 
onstration of penetrating eyesight and 
quick wit. He Seemed to instantly un- 
derstand every movement in the woods 
before us. 
• - 


Again and again I accompanied Fun- 


Eton after that. Each time he surpris- 
ed me by his wonderful gift of under- 
standing the mysteries of guerrilla war- 
fare and his ability to determine the 
precise moment when personal cour- 
age and a suflden dash of his troops 
would decide the battle. 


With aJl his reputation for fearless 


charges, Funston has never led his 
men into a trap. lie is the most cau- 
tious man in tlie army until the time 
for a desperate rush Is reached 
Bur- 


Ing the careful advance he is watchful 
and reticent, keeping his men linder 
cover as much as possible, but when 
his line is within sure striking distance 
he leads his men la person, shrieking 
like a devil. 


It was my good fortune to be with 


Colonel Funston when his regiment 
waded and swam the Tulihan river 
during the advance of MacArthnr's tii 
vision to Malolos, the insurgent capi- 
tal, and it was my bad fortune to lie in 
the mire that day with my wounded 
horse ou top of me while Funston lay 
under his horse only ten feet away. 


It was a characteristic day In Fuh- 
stou's life. 
For hours our army had 


been driving tbe main insurgent force 
through a deuse bamboo forest. 
The 


Kansas regiment was at the center of 
the line, with Funston dashing about 
on horseback, cheering, waving, di- 
recting, reprimanding 
His slim little 


figure was the most conspicuous thing 
ID the confusing scene. Wherever the 
firing was heaviest, there his voice was 
to be .heard in command. 


Suddenly the Kausas regiment emerg- 


ed from the forest iu sight of a small, 
swift river. There was no sign of the 
enemy. The truth was that the insur- 
gents had crossed the stream and were 
lying silently m the trenches on the 
opposite bank, waiting for the • Kan- 
sans to come within 300 yards before 
opening flre. It was a well laid trap. 
When the Katisons had almost reached, 
the edge of the river, volley after vol- 
ley blazed from the coin paled Filipi- 
nos. 
Funston leaped from his horse 


and lay on his stomach babind the 
stone foundation of a ruined house. 
That was the hottest fire 1 have ever 
experienced. 
The Insurgent bullet* 


came so thickly that the leaves were 
cut from the bushes around us, and 
stones w!M-e splintered within two or. 
three inches of Funston's bead. 


"1 don't often-crawl," said the colo- 


nel-as he spread bfs blue print map of 
the country on the ground, "but this is 
terrific. 
.lust hear the whiskers on 


those bullets! My horse can't conceal 
himself, poor fellow!" 
Fnnston care- 


fully studied his war map. "This map 
is no good." ho saJd angrily. "It is 
Spanish. This river is two miles near- 
er to Manila than its position on the 
map." 
Then the colonel thrust his 


head up above the stone foundation 
and looked carefully at the ground be- 
yond the river. "If 1 had one cannon, 
I would make our position gafe," he 
said. 
"Aa It Is. we must cross tlmt 


river is' we have to swim. Rivers don't 
count." 


Leaping to his feet the little colonel 


walked down to the river bank, lead- 
Ing his horse by the bridle. As he ad- 
vanced under lire In plain sight of the 
enemy he seemed to grow cooler. With 
a wave of his hat he ordered Company 
E to enter the water, and, as his drip- 
ping men ascended the other bank, he 
rode into the river himself and crossed, 
while bullets splashed around him In 
the rapid current. 
And when the 


bloody charge was over he paid no at- 
tention to the corpse strewn Held, but 
went to glvo a dying Filipino a drink 
out of his i-:inteen. "That was a daisy, 
fight," he said qu-ietly as he sat down 
beside me under the shade of a pnim 
tree. 


A few days later I saw Funston 


charge Into the insurgent capital at the 
liead of Company E. Ue waved his hat 
nnd yelled, "Give them 
, boys!" as 


he ran at full speed toward the low 
stone barricade that barred the en- 
trance to the public square where 
"Aguinaldo's palace" was on fire. 


But the moment we leaped over the 


barricade and found that the enemy 
bad fled, leaving the city In flam**, 
there wan a sudden transformation 
In Funston. He wa« nil caution. His 
orders were given In a low voice. His 
eyes ncarchcd every street and every 
nook. He waa stealthy, catlike. As lie 
pursued the retiring foe through th« 
city he felt his way slowly wM surely.
